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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of applicant's argument, tine Examiner lias decided to issue anotlier non- 
final office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Simon 
I (US Patent 4,255,698). 

In regard to claim 1 , Simon's device discloses a current conducting terminal (see 
abstract) which is in contact with either the positive or the negative electrode of one 
battery (see abstract) and in contact with an electrode of opposite polarity of another 
battery for conducting current between the two batteries (see col. 1 , lines 45-64), 
comprising: one electrode which is in contact with the either positive or negative 
electrode of the one battery; another electrode which is in contact with the electrode of 
opposite polarity of the another battery; and a conductive polymer which is placed 
between the one electrode and the another electrode (see fig. 13: electrode 34, 35 being 
placed in the insutating material at 36. 

In regard to claims 2-3, 5, Simon's device disclosed the aforementioned 
limitations including a contact which is provided on the one electrode to contact for the 
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one battery and a contact which is provided on the another electrode (30) to contact for 
the another battery are exposed, while the other parts are encased in a resin body, the 
support and holding means. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3, 5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
